DOUBLE IDENTITY 

One man’s resemblance to another’s might 
have advantages or disadvantages, but in the 
case of William Townsend or Robert Mc¬ 
Henry it had both. The strange story begins 
one stormy night, when four men held up a 
store, which resulted in the proprietor s death. 
One of the men was caught, and in exchange 
for revealing his cronies’ hiding place, be was 
given a lighter sentence than they. 

The man who wielded the gun—William 
Townsend—remained at large, while police 
pressed their search for more than a year. In 
due time, an alert citizen recognized Town¬ 
send, put the authorities on his trail. Arrested, 
Townsend indignantly claimed that he was 
actually Robert McHenry, a sailor, who, on 
the night of the storekeeper’s slaying, was 
aboard bis ship until dawn, when he went 
ashore with some of the crew. 

At the trial, witnesses for the prosecution 
identified Townsend as the man seen fleeing 
from the store. But no sooner was the jury 
impressed with this testimony than the defense 
called upon half a dozen witnesses, who iden¬ 
tified him as Robert McHenry, Able Seaman. 
Faced by this dilemma, the jury acquitted the 
accused. But he did not leave the courtroom 
a free man. 

For immediately, a sheriff placed him under 
arrest. If he was Robert McHenry, as he had 
lust proved, and had come ashore at dawn on 
that particular morning, he was wanted in an¬ 
other state in connection with the slaying of 
an innkeeper! Too stunned to retort, Mc¬ 
Henry was taken off to jail. 

Faced by an open-and-shut case, strength¬ 
ened by witnesses who swore that they’d seen 
him, McHenry was a doomed man until his 
lawyer resorted to a unique tactic He called 
to the stand the prosecution’s witnesses of the 
previous trial, who had positively identified 
him as William Townsend! 

Once more, McHenry (or Townsend) 
was acquitted. But he remained free for only 


a short time. Justice was to triumph ultimately, 
for, soon after, during daring hold-up 
attempt, the culprit was shot down by police 
bullets*

When a potential juror received a summons 
to jury duty, sh f e had good reason for balking.

"I appreciate your 
confidence in me. But I beg of you to release 
me from jury duty, as I am only seven years 
old and am attending third grade."
